May this serve as a final re- 
minder that there is one more 
day following this in which to 
participate in the Sixth War Loan 
Drive. Having begun November 
20, this current drive will offi- 
cially come to a close tomorrow, 
December 16, with the goal hav- 
ing been set for fourteen billion 
dollars for the nation’s loan. The 
individual goal is at least one 
extra $100 bond for each person. 

A few facts to keep in mind 
are that our fight in the Euro- 
pean theater of war is not over 
yet; that in the invasion of France 
a great deal of the bonds bought 
in previous war loan drives pur- 
chased supply ships which made 
overnight runs for attacks. But 
in present and future conflicts 
in the Pacific many more ships 
will be necessary for a much- 
longer trip—long-reached round 
trips that often take five months 
to make. Freight. transportation 
costs alone will be 25 per cent 
more to the Pacific than to 
France. In addition it takes twice 
as many cargo ships in the Pa- 
cific to support a task force of 
a given size, due to the tremen- 
dous distances. 

This and innumerable necessi- 
ties, equipment, and ammunition 
will be needed more than ever 
in the coming battles. 

These are only a very few

Cinches 


Deficiency Notes Show Women 
Increase Over Men’s Total 


When cinch’notices for the second six-week period 
were posted last week on Thursday, an increase was ap- 
parent in the Lower Division as compared to the list of 


deficiency notices for the remain-@ 


ing two divisions. 

Statistics for the total regis- 
tered students show that as a 
whole, there was a slight de- 
erease of cinches this time as 
compared with the first six 
weeks, dropping from 83 to 78. 
But the women students, how- 
ever, increased in their number 
of deficiency notes from 48 to 52, 
while the men’s total amount 
dropped from 35 to 26 for the re- 
sults of the second six weeks’ pe- 
riod. 

A much larger decrease was ex- 
pected by the administration than 
was shown for this period. Stu- 
dents are cautioned to remem- 
ber that the ruling to maintain 
a “C” average has been adopted 
by the college this year and will 
go into effect at the end of the 


fall semester.

Battling their way through to the very end the jaysee varsity 
quintet with its eight-man squad dropped its first game of the ’44 
basketball season last Friday evening, 25-24, in an exciting, nip-and- 
tuck contest, featuring two tough teams whe knew what it was all 
about. A powerful cogent Panther aggregation as opposed against 
a fighting M.U.H.S. company provided the fans with their money’s 
worth of action. 

Jaysee took an early lead, digging deep and coming up the ag- 
gressors in the first quarter when they compiled five points. At 
the half the college team was leading,.15-7. 

Imbued with something like fire the Toreadors broke into the 
second half determined to overcome the Panthers’ lead; they took 
a fast hold and came up with a dozen tallies.
